“The number of boys under 21 arrest- 
ed last year incréased 17.1 per cent over 
1941, despite the removal of large num- 
bers from civilian to military life, the 
FBI chief said. 

“Hoover reported that arrests of girls 
under 21 for prostitution increased 64.8 
per cent last year; arrests for other sex 
offenses were up 104.7 per cent; drunk- 
enness arrests increased 39.9 per cent and 
disorderly conduct arrests, 69.6 per cent. 

“Among boys under 21, arrests for as- 
sault increased 17.1 per cent; for rape, 
10.6 per cent; disorderly conduct, 26.2 
per cent, and drunkenness, 30.3 per 
cent.”

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onah and the (Whale 


Cither a Myth or Miracle 


A Radio Message Preached by J. L. Goins over Station KF JB, Marshalltown, Iowa. 


HE story of Jonah is either an imag- 
inary myth, an impossible piece of 
fiction, or else it is an important truth 
which should be heeded by all. The un- 
liever and the skeptic and the scoffer 
of today laugh at what they call the 
“fish story.” They declare it to be utter- 
ly impossible for a whale to swallow a 
man, and, furthermore, they claim it 
is impossible for a man to exist alive 
for three days and three nights in a 
whale’s belly even though the whale did 
succeed in swallowing him. However, 
we find by good authority that whalers 
at sea have harpooned and caught 
whales at sea and found them to have 
entombed a man. I was preaching in 
Florida and when I got through a man, 
who was on a ship one time when a 
man died and they buried him at sea, 
came up and told me that two days 
after that they captured a whale and 
in cutting him up they found, to their 
surprise, that the man had been swal- 
lowed by this whale which was follow- 
ing the ship. And after all, scientists 
declare that certain types of whales are 
able and have swallowed men, and at 
different times great sea monsters have 
been harpooned at sea that had throats 
large enough to drive a team of horses 
and wagon in, so we have no difficulty 
whatsoever in believing the story of 
Jonah and the whale. 

We remember some years ago, when 
William Jennings Bryan and Clarence 
Darrow, the atheist who defied the Word 
of God, were discussing the doctrine 
of evolution in Dayton, Tennessee. Dar- 
row asked the question of Mr. Bryan, 
“Do you believe in the Bible?” Mr. 
Bryan said, “Yes.” Mr. Darrow said, 
“Do you believe the fish story?” Mr. 

ryan said, “Yes.” “What if the Bible 
had said that Jonah swallowed the fish?” 
Mr. Bryan said, “If the Bible had said 
that Jonah swallowed the fish, I would 
have believed it because the almighty 
God that is able to make a fish swallow 
a man is able to make a man swallow 


a fish.” 


We do not need to question the great 
omnipotent power of God. We need to 
believe it. Our faith is just as simple 
as that of a Salvation Army lassie who 
was journeying to her destination on a 
train and a traveling man who had 
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previously attended one of her meetings 
happened to be on the same train. See- 
ing her, he went and sat down by her 
side. He was a man who disbelieved 
God and criticized the Bible. Skeptically, 
he asked the question, “Surely you don’t 
believe that whale swallowed Jonah, do 
you?” “Why of course I believe it,” 
replied the girl, “and when I get to 
heaven I’m going to see Jonah and ask 
him all about it.” The skeptic replied, 
“But supposing Jonah is not in heaven?” 
The girl replied, “Then you ask him.” 


As a matter of fact, the word trans- 
lated “whale” in one scripture is trans- 
lated “‘a great fish” in another, and both 
are from the original word meaning a 
“sea monster.” Surely the almighty 
Creator, who prepared the heavens and 
the earth, could prepare a sea monster 
to accomplish His divine purpose con- 
cerning Jonah! With God nothing is 
impossible. “But,” says someone, “even 
if Jonah was swallowed by the big fish, 
surely he did not remain alive in the 
belly for three days and three nights!” 
Here is a question that has been debated 
pro and con but I am going to answer 
it here in the positive. No, of course 
not! Show me the book, verse, and chap- 
ter, in the Bible that tells us that he 
did remain alive there in the belly of 
the whale. As a matter of fact, Jonah 
died; but God preserved his body with- 
in the sea monster and at the end of 
three days and three night he resur- 
rected him from the dead. ° From this 
we can clearly understand what Jesus 
meant in the Gospel of Matthew 12:38- 
41, “Then certain of the scribes and of 
the Pharisees answered, saying, Master. 
we would see a sign from thee. But he 
answered and said unto them, An evil 
and adulterous generation seeketh after 
a sign; and there shall no sign be given 
to it, but for the sign of the prophet 
Jonas: For as Jonas was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 
The men of Nineveh shall rise in judg- 
ment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a 
greater than Jonas is here.” Jonah was 
a type of Christ. Even as Jonah was so 
must the Son of man be. I mean by this 


that in order to prefigure Jesus as a 
type, Jonah must die, or the type fails. 
Also in order to prefigure Jesus as a 
type, Jonah must rise from the dead, 
or again the type fails. Of course, it 
would have been possible for God to have 
kept Jonah alive in the sea monster’s 
stomach, and that would have been a 
glorious and marvelous miracle, but if 
He had done so it would absolutely 
have destroyed the type. So Jonah died, 
and while his body remained in the 
stomach of the sea monster his soul 
passed on into Sheol, the resting place 
of the souls of the dead. 

We see from the Word of God that 
every individual, whether righteous or 
wicked, from the days of Adam to the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, at death 
their souls went down. They went to 
Sheol, nevertheless they did not go to 
the same place. The righteous went into 
the department which is known in the 
New Testament as Abraham’s bosom. 
The wicked went into the hell section. 

The first thing that Jonah did when 
he landed in the fish’s belly was to 
pray, and that is generally what every 
other individual does when he sees that 
he is entombed in trouble, he begins to 
call upon the Lord. He was alive when 
he began to pray, but he soon passed 
through the ordeal of death and his 
prayer was continued and concluded in 
Sheol. We learn from the first two verses 
of the 2nd chapter of Jonah, “Then 
Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God 
out of the fish’s belly, and said, I 
cried by reason of mine affliction unto 
the Lord, (in other words, his affliction 
applies to his suffering, his agony, as he 
was going through the ordeal of death) 
and he heard me; out of the belly of 
hell cried I, and thou heardest my 
voice.” The literal translation of this 
verse reads like this, “Out of a hollow 
place of Sheol cried I.” So it was not 
out of the whale’s belly but out of a 
hollow place of Sheol that he finished 
his prayer. 

Then we conclude that Jonah began 
his prayer when he entered into the 
belly of the fish, but we notice that he 
ended it in Sheol. Just what words he 
used, we do not ‘know, but I am satis- 
fied that he used such terms as any

They are reported to have said, “It is 
good to live for God, but it is also good 
to die for Him,” after they were told 
the German soldiers would visit them. 

When the sol- 
diers come we shall drink it,” Jewish 
Missionary Magazine reports.

In 
tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed with 
a curse: for ye have robbed me.” To 
save space, I’ll ask you to please read 
again what the prophet Malachi said in 
the third chapter of his writings and 
prophecy. 

If this were the only scripture in the 
whole Book concerning tithing, you'd

— time ago I heard a radio pro- 
gram in which questions were asked 
ef an Army chaplain as concerning his 
difficulties in the Army, and he said 
one of the biggest things now was the 
song just out, “Praise the Lord and 
Pass the Ammunition.”

“Ye shall receive 
power after...” Acts 1:8.

“Get thee behind ME, Satan: for it 
is written, Thou shalt worship the 
LORD THY GOD and Him only shalt 
thou serve.” Glory to His name! The 
nail held fast. He remained MAN—re- 
mained to die a MAN! 

He came into this world to ultimately 
triumph as King of the Jews, King of 
Israel and King of kings. He alone 
knew that the King’s highway led 
through Gethsemane and past Calvary’s 
ountain. On the way was suffering, 
torture, heartache—death! Satan offered 
Him a shortcut. All the glory of a King 
—all the pomp and splendor of a poten- 
tate was offered the Christ WITHOUT 
DYING on the CROSS. The offer was 
genuine. Satan was the prince of the 
world. He had been one of the chief 
cherubim. He was Lucifer, the Son of 
the Morning. He was beautiful, full of 
wisdom and knowledge (Ezek. 28:3,17) 
and desired equality with God. It was 
Satan who said, “I will exalt my throne 
above the. stars of God—I will be like 
the most High” (Isa. 14:13,14). He 
declared, “I AM GOD—TI sit in the seat 
of God” (Ezek.

man under similar circumstances. He 
cried out, ““O God, have mercy on me.” 
But we do know what he said when he 
arrived in Sheol, for the words of that 
prayer are recorded in Jonah 3:2-9. 
Take your Bibles and read that prayer 
and note how Jonah quotes eight passages 
of Scripture as he prayed. These scrip- 
tures are all inspired utterances, con- 
cerning the death, burial and resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus Christ. These eight 
scriptures are found in Psalms 120:1; 
130:1; 140:1; Lamentations 3:55-56; 
Psalms 42:7; Psalms 31:22; Psalms 69:1 
and Lamentations 3:54. Then after three 
days and three nights the Lord spoke 
to the fish, and it obeyed his command. 
The fish vomited out Jonah on dry 
land. Here is a thought I'd like you to 
note. Seemingly, if any creature as dumb 
as the fish is, would heed God’s 
command, surely humanity ought to 
know enough to obey Him. Here we see 
the prophet was literally risen from the 
dead. Both Jonah and Jesus were raised 
from the dead after three days and three 
nights. Now three days and three nights 
are equal to 72 hours. We count back 
72 hours from the time the body of the 
Lord Jesus Christ was raised from the 
dead, and what do we find? I know 
there are different opinions and ideas 
today as to when Jesus went into the 
tomb, but the Scriptures are very clear, 
if we let the Word of God speak its own 
sentiment.

Sunday School and Church 


The Church needs Sunday School for 
many reasons: For the completeness of 
its being; to help its expansion; to reach 
young recruits; to make better church 
workers; for the imparting of Bible in- 
formation, a part of the church work 
left undone; to give employment to 
members as its evangelizing agency.

be left without excuse, since the chapter 
opens with reference to the majesty and 
grace of Christ, and proceeds to tell us 
of His purifying and refining power, as- 
suring us He will be a swift witness 
against the rebellious. 

He also tells us of how the Lord’s 
children have from days of old turned 
away from the ordinance of God. Read 
verses 8 to 18 inclusive and come on, 
let’s obey, that we may be called His in 
the day that He makes up His jewels.

Son; hear ye him.” We do not have to 
question the matter as to whom God had 
reference, neither is it necessary to sum 
up the many sayings of the New Tes- 
tament in regard to this matter, if we’re 
honest-hearted.

(A Testimony) 


Before you read this testimony I want 
you to understand that I boast only in 
the Lord. Prov. 3:6 says, “In all thy 
ways acknowledge him and he shall 
direct thy paths.” I am a young man who 
believes in doing so in every walk of 
life. I had a job at a sawmill at thirty 
cents an hour and was offered another 
job at about forty cents. I was notified 
about it one afternoon and the fore- 
man wanted me to start to work the 
next morning and not having much 
time to pray over it, I took the job, 
not knowing the will of the Lord. The 
afternoon before I took the job it seemed 
as though my blessings were cut off. I 
couldn’t understand why my blessings 
were not as great because it was a clean, 
honest job, unless it was that I was not 
fully in the will of the Lord. Surely 
the Lord had something better in store 
for me. I would try to pray and it 
seemed as though I were praying against 
a wall and I would try to read my Bi- 
ble and I couldn’t get interested in it. 
Well, there I was and I didn’t know any- 
thing else to do but quit my job. As I 
would think the matter over I remem- 
bered what a good recommendation my 
foreman had given to the superintend- 
ent and that made the thought to work 
on a greater temptation. I would then 
think, “If I could get fired it would 
be good,” so I prayed and asked God 
to let it be so, but no results came, for 
God wants US to forsake all and fol- 
low Him. I did not feel that the Lord 
meant for me to entirely live by the 
gospel, so I couldn’t understand it, but 
I want to say here that we should be 
ready and willing to obey God whether 
we understand it or not. I wanted to 
keep my job, but the Spirit of the Lord 
led differently. 


During these times I really felt the 
need of the Lord’s help, because I didn’t 
want to break the confidence these men 
had in me. My soul was restless and the 
temptation to work on there was great. 
My troubles were bearing down on me 
as I stood halted between two opinions. 
My heart’s desire was to be a real man 


of God and when the Lord brought this 


to my mind, I decided to serve Him at 
any cost. By faith I left my former job 
and, thinking I would find the Lord’s 
will, I took another job on a percentage 
basis. After a few days my partner, 
with whom I worked, quit and I was 
left without a job. I had faith to step 
out, but whether I had faith to stand 
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was another question. Then when I 
thought of what a good job I had given 
up and the condition I was in I had 
one of the hardest trials of my exper- 
ience. A few days passed and God still 
had not led me to another job. This 
looked to be one of the times when the 
Lord would try me out. Now was when 
I needed more faith and I prayed to 
God for help and for Him to lead me 
to another job. It seemed as if that 
prayer didn’t go through. Weeks passed 
by and I continued to pray and plead 
with God for help, but it seemed like 
God would not help me concerning this 
matter. The Bible says God is no re- 
specter of persons and I still had no 
job, but Paul wrote in Phil. 4:19, “My 
God shall supply all your needs accord- 
ing to His riches in glory by Jesus 
Christ.” Paul was speaking to a class 
of people who were obeying God. I 
thought I was obeying God, but to be 
sure I would check over my past life 
and see if the reason was on my part. 
Everything was considered and still no 
reason was found. My finance and pa- 
tience were nearly exhausted. Others 
testified and talked of how God had 
blessed their souls and helped them in 
financial ways, and again I would think 
of the scripture, “God is no respecter 
of persons.” I prayed and told God if 
He didn’t answer my prayer that I 
didn’t believe I would testify to the 
fact that He would answer prayer. To 
praise Him for saving me would mak: 
up my testimony, for I had been ou: 
of work for about three months and 
was very discouraged. 

Cne afternoon I felt a little impressed 
to pray and then decided to pray once 
more. Out to the edge of an old field 
I went to pray and at first it seemed 
quite hard. The one thing to do was to 
pray harder and I put forth greater 
effort to make the prayer successful. 
While praying it seemed God put it on 
my heart to fast, but after fasting so 
much without success I didn’t want to, 
however, if it was His will I would 
obey. In this prayer God gave me a 
renewing of the Spirit. Praise His holy 
name. The feeling after this prayer was 
the same as the night I received the 
Holy Ghost. The devil tried to make 
me doubt, but God had been too real 
to me. Then I was encouraged to wait 
on God and the Holy Ghost was reveal- 
ing Himself to me. In just a few days 
God came on the scene and gave me 


a job at one dollar an hour. I prospered 
rapidly and sometimes made as much as 
seventy-nine dollars a week. He was 
rewarding me for obedience and keep- 
ing His commandments.

I had kept His 
commandments and in that prayer I be- 
lieved on His holy name and God heard 
me and granted my request. If I had 
given up and turned back, look where 
I would have been, without God, with- 
out any hope of heaven, in debt, and 
hell would have been my eternal home. 

Dear reader, | want to say that you 
may be serving God and walking in all 
the light you see and have been asking 
God a long time for something you 
need and it seems as if God won’t an- 
swer your prayer, but don’t give up 
and turn back; just continue to keep 
His commandments and do those things 
which are pleasing in His sight and God 
will come on the scene and grant your 
request.

(Continued from last week) 

One of the most marvelous stories I 
have ever heard was of a minister whose 
church was prospering. His health went 
bad and the only thing for him to do 
was to retire. He went home and settled 
in the biggest business of his lifetime. He 
carefully planned his life of intercession. 
He understood that intercessory prayer 
is a business. He had about thirty min- 
ister friends whom he put on his prayer 
list. After this old minister passed on to 
his reward, they found his record and 
his list of the names of these men and 
the times when he prayed for them. It 
was discovered that at the time he was 
praying for them, a great revival had 
broken out at each place. He had accom- 
plished in his retirement more than in 
all of his ministry. 

What is the basis of intercession? John 
15:7, “Whatsoever ye ask in my name 
ye shall receive it.” The contact to the 
whole thing is your loyalty and devotion 
to Jesus. You have to master your devo- 
tion to Him. No matter where your path 
leads, He has gone the way before you. 
A friend of mine, when he was a boy, 
said, “I am never-frightened by the devil 
because I hide behind Jesus. If the devil 
gets me, he will have to take Jesus first.” 
He is the key to all knowledge and guid- 
ance. “If ye abide in me and my words 
abide in you.” When you are obedient to 
God’s plans, and God’s plans get in you 
and are worked out through you, then 
you are set apart as God’s precious of- 
fering. 

Now I want to give you a picture. 
Here is the foundation of intercession. 
Way back in the realms of the infinite, 
when the glorious Father and the pre- 
cious Son were talking over this lost 
world, the Son probably said, ‘Father, 
we made such a wonderful earth down 
there, arranged everything for them, but 


those people aren’t doing right. They are. 


quarreling and have to be put in jail and 
in insane asylums and something must 
be done. We sent our prophets and. they 
killed them. Father, let me go. I want 
to live with them and give my blood.” 
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The angels heard the conversation and 
said, “Now, Jesus, can’t we organize. a 
group of angels to go?” Jesus said, “No, 
I must take everything I have and put it 
all in.” When the time came for Jesus to 
bid the Father good-bye, the angels came 
in and sang the farewell song. Don’t you 
think it moved God to have a Son like 
that? God was mellowed and tendered 
with a new appreciation of Jesus. On the 
hillsides of Galilee the angels said, ‘Fear 
not, for behold I bring you good tidings 
of great joy.” Jesus had been born into 
this world. Jesus taught the great prin- 
ciples of life. He introduced a plan for 
economic justice, and then He went to 
Calvary’s cross and perished in the place 
of you and me. He paid the price of 
salvation; then burst forth from the 
grave and spent forty days to show us 
how beautiful and unfailing He is with 
us every day. How marvelous and mean- 
ingful those forty days were that Jesus 
spent with His disciples. He walked along 
the road and talked to them while their 
hearts burned within them. Then came 
Mount Olive. He gathered those disci- 
ples together and gave them a great com- 
mand and a promise, “Lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world.” 
They were to go to Jerusalem and tarry 
until they were endued with power from 
on high. He was going back to head- 
quarters to report. They were to take 
into their hearts the interests of the king- 
dom. What a responsibility was given to 
those disciples to carry on the kingdom. 
There is glory and splendor in taking 
into our souls the interests of the king- 
dom of God. 

Can you visualize the meeting of that 
Father and Son? He shows Him the 
prints of the nails in His hands, and the 
other wounds. He has given all that He 
had to a lost world. And can you imagine 
Jesus as He falls into the arms and bosom 
of the Father? Can you imagine the Fa- 
ther refusing to do anything that Jesus 
asked? Jesus had said to the disciples, 
“If you ask anything of the Father in 
my name it shall be given you.” Jesus 
gives us a pack of blank checks and 
everyone is signed with His blood. When- 
ever you present that check to God in 
His name, it moves God. That is the 
basis of intercession. 








During the Civil War there was a 
judge in the City of Cincinnati who had 
a son named Charlie. Charlie enrolled in 
the Federal Army. This greatly disturbed 
the father and mother. The father 
became so concerned about the soldier 
boys, that when crippled, weakly, 
frail soldier boys came back, the old 
judge gave his time and much of his 
money to take care of them. One day he 
said, “I am sick and disgusted with this 
soldier business. I’m not going to help 
another one; it is taking too much of my 
time.” He went to work and someone 
knocked at his door. It was a crippled 
soldier boy who inquired for him. He 
pulled out a note from his pocket and 
handed it to the judge. The note read, 
“Dear Father, the bearer of this note is 
the soldier that found me wounded on 
the battlefield. He cared for me and 
nursed me back to health. Now I am 
back on the front lines again. He has 
lost a leg and is on his way home. Any- 
thing you can do for him is for your son. 
—Charlie.” The old judge called a cab 
and took the soldier home. When they 
arrived, the little mother had a ‘twinkle 
in her eye. She demanded an explanation. 
He said, “Mother, this boy saved Char- 
lie’s life.” You may be sure the boy was 
well taken care of until he was able to 
go on home. 

I am pleading with you tonight. You 
have something to do besides singing and 
shouting. That is all fine, but get into 
your souls and hearts the interests of 
God’s kingdom. Be powerful in your life 
of intercession.

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At Work in a New Foreign Field 


Dear Brothers, Sisters, and Friends: 

The same God who led us out five 
years ago, to that dear land of India, and 
so marvellously brought us safely back 
home through those infested waters a 
few months ago, has placed us in another 
corner of His great vineyard where we 
are happy to work and live for His glory. 
We greatly appreciate the good stay we 
had in our homeland. Seemed that every- 
one was far better to us than we de- 
served. But all the time we were enjoy- 
ing the comforts and luxuries of Amer- 
ica,. the lost souls in countries where 
opportunities to hear the gospel are not 
so common as in the States, were calling, 
beckoning to us. So we appreciate being 
again on the foreign field in God's 
service. 


We have no churches here, not even 
one member! Most of the people here 
haven’t even heard of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. But we have already found 
many hungry hearts. There are many 
true Christians who are longing for more 
of God, and who are eager to hear the 
full gospel. How many will accept His 
fulness is not yet evident, but we will 
perform our duty, sow the seed, and 
leave the increase to God. We know that 
if you help us upon your knees, if we 
sow the seed, watering it with your 
prayerful tears as well as ours, there will 
be a harvest of souls for the Lord’s glory! 


Before opening our mission, we visited 
every Protestant church in town, and 
were well received and even invited into 
their pulpits. Since we have begun serv- 
ices here pastors, as well as members of 
those churches, have attended some of 
our meetings. We greatly appreciate this 
Christian spirit of cooperation. 


The dominating religious forces in 
this land are Catholicism and Spiritual- 
ism, and the latter is wrapped up in the 
former so that in many instances they 
are inseparable. Though this is not a 
land of heathenism or paganism, many 
evil superstitions reign in the hearts of 
the people. We know that Christ can 
break these fetters of Satan also, so that 
many precious ones here can enjoy the 
same liberty in Christ that you and we 
are enjoying.
